AN ISOLATED BUT HAPFI PEOPLE

ICORRESPONDENCE OF THE DISPATONR.Y

NEWHAVES, S0OTLAND, August 25—
Whenever we think at all of Ssher-folk,
we usually associate them in our fancy
with seawalls of sublimity or shore reaches
o! barreoness and desolation, Seagulls hov-
ering uear; skeleton eraftbleaching in wind
snd weather; tideswept coves, wind-
whipped and grewsome, vary the picture.
But the harvesters of the deep ever recall
pictures of sea rage, wraith and wreck.

The most noted fisher-folk in the world,
these of XNewhaven, are differently en-
vironed. Their sea haunts, upon and at
the ocean mouth of the transcendentlr beau-
tifal Firth of Forth, are of surpsssing love-
livess. Their home haunts are not ina
drears coxst hamlet pounded and howled at
unceasingly by the sea, but in their own
qusint, guict city of 5,000 souls, They are
not periodically subjects of starvation and
charitr; but live in ample comfort both in
their sturdy fishing erafts and their clean,
picturesque habitstions. They are neither
sodden nor ignerant, but are bright, ears-
est anid heslthy minded,

Because they have ever been represented
in the magarines nod reviews as an odd,
rough aund uncanoy lot, and I have found
them upright, stunds and fine, it isadelight
to iet the world know something ahout them
anid their envirooment as they really are
Newhaven as a fishing village Is very an-
cient indeed. In the early partof the fif-
teonth century it was designated “Our
Lade's Port of Graee,” from a mileo? a

chapel Gediented to the Virgin Mary and 8t.
Jumes; and a bit of the ruin of this edifice is
slill to be soen in the old deserted burial
eround iu the center of the place. But it
owes jis later importance to s speculative
whim on the part of James IV., who, in

1506, erected here a rope-walk, docks and a
shiip-building vard. 1n the Intter was then
constructed thut then most marvelous levi-
athon of the sen, James' war ship, Great
Michae), the lurgest ship the world had then
kuown, whose sides amidships *were padded
with solid oak ten feet thick.™
AN DCEAN NMONSTER

The Great Michael was 240 feet long and
00 feet wide; waxiarmed with many heavy
guns, nnd three great bussils, with no less

than 500 movennes, fuleons, quarter-faleons,
glings, postilent serpeatines, and double
dags, with hacbuis, culverines, cross-bows

and hand-bows: was manned with 300 mari-
ners, 120 canvoniers and 1,000 soldiers; and
was in other respects so wonderul that to
this dar the monster is recalied whenever a
new fishing oraft enters the harbor: for such

But no one who kEnows the Newhaven
r-folk at all will set them dowu as lnck-
ing in wuousoal iatelligence. It would be
difficuit to Snd anvwhere iz our own coun-
trv an isolated towan ot 5,000 people possess-
ing so many selfustaining, slert, cheervy,
netive-minded souls, There are not simply

few predominating intellects bending
s!l other wills sad wishes to their own.
Man, woman or chiid, one and all, suddenly
whisked to snywhere else. wounld thrive
Their activity Is remarkable; their percep-
uon, guick and frue; their amiability win-
rome,; theirphysionl power and indostry are
smeging: und their ranquility and eontent
are samething good to see and know. They
are the only character stie community com-
prising a distinel class, all of whom toil
bravely in the sume manner of drudgery, 1
ever eame upon in all my wanderings who
were willing that the better favored should
enjoy their good fortune, and were them-
zolyves choeerily glad to remain as, and what,
they are,

THE FISHING OUTFIT.

A good deal of this was made clear in the
few trips I took with the Newhaven fisher-
men to sea.  The total fleet comprises five
S0.ton boats, costing £330 ecach: 27 20-ton
boats, costing £330 each, and 120 five-ton
boats, costing L85 sach, giviog a total espi-
tal of nearly $100000 invested in boats
snlene. The entire “gear” involves ao
original and repsir outlav of nearly an
equal sum, %o that the Newhaven iolk
aloue, who comprise but a wmsll proportion
of the whole fishérmen along the shores of
the Firth of Forth and the mnesr fishing
ports, have no meun investment out of
which, with the addition of their labors, to
deserve an excelient livelihood. Cod, had-
doek and herring are chicfly sought. The
fisbing grounds for the cod arein the middle
of the North Sea, about 100 miles enst ol
the Isle of May, which stands at the mouth
of the Firth of Forth. The fleet are asunlly
awar from port from Monday to Saturday
during o few weeks nf early sprine. There
sre g0 "aand-liners” as with our Gloucester
fisliormen, who frequently go out from their
gchooners, anchored on the Danks, in yawls
and dories to take cod with single lies,

The Newhaven men, on arriving at the

sail luzily at the rate ol about four or five
wiles an hour, reefing their “lug” sails
weeording to the wind, awey trom the
“auchored” end of a cod-line, which is
slways from five to seven miles 1o length.
The hooks are 21 feet apart;and three buoys
ouly, one at ench end, with a center flag,
nre used tor the entire line-length. The
work it wsuslly begun after midnight at
such a time as will enable the crew to "pet
her all io the water” before suunse. “‘Jock™
lights, flamboyants and ordinary flash-
Jights are used; und the effect with a large
fleet, on & moonless night, is as thourh in-
numerable sea volecanoes were sending
forth, in regular pulsation, Lliny flashes of
flame. Four men are required to “shoot”
the line. Three bait the hooks with herring,
apd one “para out" the line., In “hac-
dockin'" seven men comprise a boat’s crew,
und ench man owns a2 line to which is
attnched B4 score of hooks, 42 inches apart,
5,580 feet long. The joined seven lines con-
stitute o “feet” of lines, the total Jength of
which is more thun seven and one-hall
miles.

THE HADDOCK BOATS
maoke three trips a week to sea, and haddock
books are baited with mussels, which are
gathered along the shores of the Firth.
“Mussai-gathering,” done by the women
and children, and **haddock-baitiog,” add
largely to the earaiogsof the fishermen’s
wivis. By an unchangeable luw the wives
and daughters of each “haddockin’ crew"
bisit thut erew's lines, receiviag 3 shilliogs
6 pence per line, or 24 shillings 6 pence per
“floet;"" and i1 the crew bave in it unmar-
ried psen, these cannot favor their sweel-
hearts with the labor, but must give it to the
women folk of their married companions.
The haddock “fleet” of lines s “shot’ just
ps the duy is breakiog. As they snap and
flv like whip-cords into the wes, many a
book is embedded in & fisherman’s hand.
But this does vot “‘put them suir about,” as

for these de!inion; &lw in evin-
varying portious o from opposite
Newhaven itself to the open sea beyond the
‘amous PBass Rock, the “season™ eontinuing
from July 18, to the Tth of September. 1If
the boats are going a long distance, they de-
part at daybreak; if but 50 or 60 miles,
they leave at noon. In either case the
mwake a beautiful pictare against the dar
emerald background ot the bold Fifeshire
hills to the north. Escu boat carries s
“'feet” of from 50 to 60 nets, esch net about
60 yards long and 18 yards in width, and the
crew of each boat, as it passes out to sea, are
engaged in “fishing down,” which means
slowing away the nets in the hold ready for
paying out on arrival
AT THE FISHING GROUNDS,

Here they drift with the tide until the in-
stant the “‘sun ta’ks th® hill,” that ia, the
moment it begins to disappear behind the
horizon. The joined nets, which are pro-
vided with buoys every 40 yards, are then
“ghot" in a half hour's time; white lightsare
hoisted that the little cralt which continunes
to drift with the tide, may not be run down
by passing channel steamers; supper is had,
and all, save one look-ont, turn in to their
:mnka for sleep until 2 o'clock in the morn-

ng.

‘AII of the Newhaven folk live well. It
is their boast that not even the gentry ex-
c¢l them. The women bring from the city
a good manv dainties to give variety to the
coarser Jood; they wre noted for cook-
ing fish and always secure the choicest for
their own homes; and the fshermen, either
on short or long cruises, provide & bountiful
locker, as I know from personal experience
and enjoyment. At every breakfast we
were iurnished boiled or mashed potatoes,
ham snd eggs, or fish, salt or fresh, white
bread from the Edinburgh bakeries, and
oceans of tes with condensed milk., At
dinner sppeared that universal comfort of
the Seoteh lowly kail-brose or eabbage
broth, great platters of “‘dufl™ and syrup,
mountsins of boiled beefl and potatoes and
more floods of tes. At supper there were
fresh or salt herring, oat-cakes, cheese and
bread and syrop. At all times there was s
bountiful supply of good butier; and if one
became hungry between meals there was al-
ways & toothsome “‘snack”™ of cold fish or
cold boiled beef with mammoth “bunks” of
bread, and a hearty welcome to boot,

Newhaven people sre best seen duriog
the daily market hours between 7Tand 9 in
the morning. The harbor surrounded by a
sen-wall, with sides 500 feet long, forever
covered with drying nets and gear, has only
onpe little entrance; but into this have ecome
perhaps 50 bostloads of fish, Asmanymore
boats are floating idly nlongside. Perhaps
no more than 100 fishermen will be seen
about the boeuts aad piers; and these are
resting eontentedly from their night’s labor
ut sca. The remainder have gone bome and
“turned iu" for a good sleep.

THE FISHWIVES' TOIL.

The women relieve them of all responsi-
bility the moment the boats are docked.
They even go so far as to carry the purse and
dole out what Jock or Sandy shall spend
while ashore. The fish have been got out ol
the boats and are ranged in boxes, which
hold about 100 pounds each, in the open
space of curious old Main street, fronting
the harbor. In this will be seen more than
u thousand people, 600 or 700 of whom are
fishwives, the remainder comprising huck-
sters, children, curions touri ritraff from
Eidioborgh, add a balf-dozen blatant auc-
tioneers, These get sixpence per pound
sterling values on sales. All fish are sola
outright to the highest bidder tor cash; and
il the wives of an entire boal’s crew should
be sellers of fish they must purchase their
fish in the open market precisely the same
:s auy other huckster who may come to

uy. ~

The best prices are secured at the earliest
hour; getting to the guidwives of Edinburgh
belore breakiast-time, being counted an ad-
vantage. Therc are innumerable odd char-
acters buying here besides the fishwives—
weazened old men with handbaskets, women
and men with donkeys and carts smaller
than themselves, suucy lads and ssucier
lassies, bareheaded, barelegged and brave in
toeir strength and ways. But for 300 years,
just us it will be with those who come after
them as long ns Newhaven, Edinburgh and
the Firth of Forth are here, the fishwives
have been those who wundisturbed and un-
rufiied by time and change trundle daily
away from Newhaven pler with nive-tenths
of ull the fish brought to it from the sea.

Their ereels contain from 70 to 80 pounds
of fish. These ecarried on their backs, are
held in place by broad leather straps about
the forehead. Uncountable are the skirts
they wear. These 1all just below the knees,
und two or three of the outer ones ure gath-
ered back over the baunches in voluminous

uffs. Stout, woolen stockings, stont,

uckled shoes, and a stout pes-jucket com-
picte the rlihaent; save that the married
women wear a nandkerchief, or “muteh"
cap, upon their heads; while the maiden
fishwives go bareheaded. While at their
labors, every article of their dress, save cap
and shoes, is of dark blue woolen goods.

PICTURESQUE FASHIONS.

If shopping in Edinburgh, or when visit-
ing among themselves, their altire isof
wide, gorgeous-striped linen, petticoat upon

tticoat, and their frills, furbelows .and
Jewelry, would sicken even the “‘show Gip-
sies’ of Seville with enwy. Those who re-
main at home, and others who during the
afternoon have returned, gather in most
pictu ue groups sbout the stairbeads of
quaint old Msain street, which runs parallel
with, and nextto, the sea front of the village.
Here the sip over loeal affuirs, eobble
the nets, bait the lines, and do all odd things
that womesn do in these strange fishing com-
munities—save quarrei.

They do not quarrel in Newhaven. Per-
baps it is because they are a truly religions
folk. For so it is, that when I entered their
Free Kirk on Sunday I saw more than 2,000
of these people worshiping with great de-
voutness, BStranger than that, the dark

ot one garment marking their wuterside
voeation could be seen. ber grays aod
rich blacks, costly as the attire at famous
old 8t. Giles, had taken their place. And
s 1 stole out again before the doxology was
ended, the myriads of creels banging at de-
serted stair-heads, miles of nets drying in
the sun upon the piers, and the swaying
spars above a hundred boats rocking in the
harbor, were all that could st least give
Sabbath testimony that here was the largest
single fishing community, avd always the
most self-enstaining and characteristic one,
that the world has ever known.

Early Trisls and Trinmphs of the West
Alexander Congregation,

CELEBRATED WITH SONG AND FRAYER

IWRITTEX FOR TEE DISPATCH.\

Down in the heart of Washington county
laet Wednesday there was s notable gather-
ing of people. The oocasion was the bun-
dredth anniversary of the founding of the
West Alexander Prestyterinn Church—s
chureh which figures more largely, perhaps,
than any other in the story of religious and
educational progress in Western Pennsyl-
vania.

A wast, enthusiastic andience gathered In
the modest brick structure. It is the fourth
building erected by the congregation within
the century. The audience room was tasie-
fully decoratea for the oceasion. The serv-
ices of the day were opened in the morning
at 10:30 o’clock with an anthem, Rev. Dr.
Brownson, of Washington, Pa., invoked the
divine blessing. The pastor, Rev. Dr
Lester, read the 100th Psalm from the pulpit
Bible, which the first pastor, Rev.
John  DBrice, always carried with
him. After the psalm was sung
Rev. J. 8. Marquis, of Washington, Pa,,
read the Seriptures, and the Rev, Laverty-
Grier, the pastor of the Forks of Wheelin
Church,'formerly & part of this clxuzeh:e
in prayer, Alfter singing, the pastor, Rev,
W. H. , D. D., read the bistory. The
delivery occupied one hour and a half, It
was a 1ich mosaie. This blending of faota
and figures—the proportionate treatment of
topics—the exhaustiveness of detail, at no
time t_endl:g to tediousness, made it a model
historical address,

AN ENJOYABLE OCCASION.

An excellent lunch was served in the
basement to st least 1,000 persons. The
afternson was devoted to the Sabbath school
history and addresses by visiting ministers,
The evening was given to reminiscences and
the reading of letters from absent brethren
who were sindents of the old academy, Al-
topether it was an occasion very long to be
remembered.

This church was first called ““The Three
Ridpges," taking the name from the three
eleyntions converging near the meeting
house. As to the time of the organization
ot the church no precise date can be given,
us the early records are lost, Ttis believ
that the first sermon was preached by Rev.
Jobn MeMillan, D, D., and that he organ-
ized the church. Without doubt it was at
least & preaching point as early as 1785,
In the published journal of Colonel John
Msy, who traveled throngh this part
of the State in 1787, we find the follow-
ing: “ln the course of theday's nde I saw
s little box, something like a sentry tree,
staading near the side of the road, but sev-
eral miles from any house I could see, and
stunding on lour posts. I was told, on in-
quiry, that it was a pulpit, and that to that
spot the people went 1o worship God—the
God of Jacob. Near this place was cut the
section of s vista through the forest, making
the boundary line up to LakeErie, between
Virginia and Pennsylvania®™ As the road
from the East to the Ohio river was through
to locate

this place, we are

definitely,
THE FIRST PREACHING FPLACE

was near the old onk tree, still standing in
the graveyard beside tbe present church
building. The land on which it stood, the
site also of the present building, was ob-
tained from Robert Humphrey in 1787 or
1788, The only conslderation was “‘one-
third of o seat in the chorch.”

The first r was the Rev. Jobhn Brice,
who was ordained aud installed April 22,
1790, He lived three miles trom the church,
in Virginia, on a farm which ia still in the

on of his grandchildren. He ter-
minated his work here in Juue, 1807, owing
to the infirmities of age. He died August
26, 1811. He was a faithiul pasto: and in-
structive preacher, and his labors were
abuadantly blessed. His last wife was a
sister of the Rev. John Stockton, D.D. The
lnst surviving daughter, Mrs, Jane Ann
Reed—more than 80 years of age—the last
direct link conpecting the first pustorate
with the present, bad expected to be pres
ent on this occasion, but nstroke of paralvais
last week prevented her. The Rev, John
Brice Reed, of Laurel Hill, Pa., is a grand-
son of the first pastor,

Duriog this pastorase (between 1783 and
1745), a difficulty arose in the econgregation
which terminated 10 a sericus division. It
originated over the the matier of Paslmody.

A SPLIT IN THE CHURCE,

Rouse’s Version of the Psalms was the
book used in the praises of the congregation,
It was reported that Mr, Brice had a cony
of Watts’ Version of the Psalms and used it
in his family worship. Over this the people
became greatly excited. On the next Sab-
bath Mr. Brice alluded to the report and
ackaowledged its correctness, In order
thaz the people might understand and judge
what he had done, he procesded to read—
“‘line out""—and sing one of Watts' psalms.
Those who were conscientiously opposed to
“human composition” in the praises of.the
sapecluary, and who would not submit to ita
introduction, at once arose and left the
house and did aot aguin return. These were
the founders of the Associate Reformed
Chureh of Three Ridges, which is now the
U. P. Chareh of this place.

Thechurch was very chary of changes.
It is said vne Babbath the precentor sang
the hymn to a tune anknown to the congre-
gation. The people were silent but not sub-
missive. At the close of the sermon little
George Sutherland, one of the elders, ad-
dressed him: *‘Bir, do you know you have
done to-dny what the devil could not do?”

“What is that?” asked the offender.

*“Why, you have shut up the mouths of
glod’l. people and the devil could wever do

at,”

The Communion season in these olden
times was the solemn convoeation of the
church. It was observed oniy twice in the
;ur and was truly a passover occasion.

eople eame loug distances by families,
often bringing their food with them and re-
maining throughout the services.

OLD CUSTOMS KEPT UP.

The preparatory services began on Thurs-
day and continued over Monday. The form
of commemorating the sacrament of the
Lord’s Supper was sitting at tables, Itisa
rather remarkable fact that this form has
not been discontioned. As far as known
this and the First church of Pittsburg, are
theonly Presbyterian churches that now
practiee it.

connection with the ¥ree Presbyterian
Synod.” BSoon after the close of the war,
slavery baving been abolished, and the
General Assembly’s deliverances being in
harmony with their views the church

disbanded and most of the members
retarned to the Presbyterian Church
In 1840 a charter for the West Alexander

Academy was secured. Through low rates
of tuition and board a large number bad an
opportunity for an edueation they would
otherwise bave been deprived of.

To Thaddens Dodd, Joseph Smith, and
John MeMillan, it is claiwed, belongs the
honorable distinction of having beea the
pioneers of edugation, no less than of re-
ligion, in Western Peunsylvania. To these
the name of John McCluskey ought to be
added, for he was eminent as an educator.
Iu the founding of the West Alexander
Academy in 1840 he did & grand work dur-
ing the most of his pastorate, particularly
in the instruction of young men, about 50 of
whom became ministers, besides many others
who entered the other professions. 1809
bhe was at the head of wchool in Philadel-
phia. A few later he established a
school at Heightstown, N, J., for ministers’
children, especially the children of mission-
arizs, giving them tuition free, Afterward
he was ted witk Prof. F. W. Has-
tings in the West Philadelphia School for
Boys, when he died, March 31, 1880, in the
8ith year of his age.

THE PRESENT PASTOR.

The fourth and present pastor is Rey, W,
H. Lester, D. D., whose ordination and in-
staliation took place in October, 1854. This
first and only pastoral charge of 36
duration has been most happy and richly
blessed of God. Revivals have o fre-
ﬁl}:nt Though now in the 65th year of his

the pastor's strength, it is hoped, will
endure for many years to come. All the
four pastors were married men, In Angust,
1854, Miss Julia E. Hand, of Bridge Hamp-
ton, N. Y., a pupil of Mary Lyon and par-
taking somewhat of her spinit, joined the
present pastor in his life work, Mrs. Les-
ter, though’long an invalidjthrough physic-
al infirmity, has shared with her husband
his labors, cares and joys. Their son, Rev.
‘W. H. Lester, Jr., the eldest of three chil-
dren, is now a missionary in Chili

Tke zesl of the women of the church is
worthy of special note, In 1871 they organ-
ized “‘The Presbyterian Foreign Missionary
Soeiely,"” and pledged 8150 anoually for the
supvort of a female foreign missionary,
which pledge has alwavs been met, Mrs.
Mary Bhaw, of North China, was the first
missionars, and on her return on account of
impaired bealth, Mrs. Fanny Corbitt Hays
succeeded her. This chureh has had an able
and efficient session. The first elders were
John MecPherson, Jobn Maxwell, John
Whaits and John Faris. To the first named
ig due the honor of muking one of the first
endowment gifts to Jeflerson College near
the vear of 1800 of about $2,000, 3 magnifi-
cent donation for those times.

Of the about 40 persons who have magni-
